"One o* the best bank stories I erer 


heaid or r«*d," said the assistant cashier 
of the Capital National bank, "was re- 
lated by Governor J. Hoge Tyler of Vir- 
ginia in an address of welcome made to 
the American Bankers' association iD^an Kitteiy, Me. 
annual convention at Richmond, V«., 
Oct 2, 1900. As I remember it, the story

(.blot-magnesium, brom-ruagnesium and 
calisalt. Aside from this, there are the 
bituminous chalk springs of iS'ebl Mu- 
sa, which contain from 30 to 40 per 
cent of asphalt. 


"The mo.st important of all the de- 


positis is phosphate. As is well known, 
natural 
calkpbosphate, 
phosphorite 


and ooprolite are necessary for the 
production of .superphosphates*. Thib 
latter composition and Milphttr form 
the most, important ingredients in the 
preparation of artificial manure. 
At 


present the phosphate mines of Florida 
almost supply the world's demand. 


"The immense fields of phosphate to 


the east and west of the Jordan need 
only better means of traffic and com- 
munication in order to insure their de 
velopment. This, it would seem. Is not 
far distant, as the Turkish government 
is planning a continuation of the Yafa-

Why tbe Hand That Was RaUetl to 


Give tbe Death Signal Gave Instead 
a Cigarette to tbe Man. "Who Had 
Been Condemned to Die. 
"As was brought home to the Ameri- 


can mind during the Spanish war the 
Latin races place slight value upon hu- 
man life, and the indifference shown at 
executions is a marked characteristic 
of their natures," said a Boston man. 


"I am reminded of a scene I witness- 


ed while traveling in one of the Cen- 
tral American states several years ago. 
As we all know, revolutions there are 
of frequent occurrence. 
The success- 


ful general, who usually succeeds to 
the presidency, sometimes settles his 
differences with the leaders of the van- 
quished by exiling them or having 
them stood up against au adobe wall 
before a tile of soldiers, shot and buried 
where they fall—usually the latter. 


"While at the capital of one of these 


states shortly after the termination of 
a revolution I made the acquaintance 
of the president and several of his offi- 
cers, as 1 speak Spanish fluently. One 
inoruiug as I was passing the entrance 
to the palace I encountered an officer, 
a colonel, just as he emerged from the 
portico. He greeted me pleasantly and 
asked me if 1 would care to accompany 
him to the barracks, about a quarter 
of a mile distant, saying that one of 
the leaders of the just finished revolu- 
tion had beeu unexpectedly captured 
iu the mountains, brought to the capi- 
tal and was to be executed at noon by 
order of the president. 


"He bad, he said, since the revolu- 


tionist was related to him by family 
ties and because he personally stood 
high in the favor of the president, vain- 
ly interceded to secure the prisoner's 
release or commutation of sentence to 
banishment. The president, however, 
had ordered the execution to proceed, 
uud as he (the colonel) was in com- 
mand of the barracks It became his 
painful duty to personally carry out 
tho order. 


"I assented, as I had never seen an 


t'xecution, and, though I pitied the vic- 
tim, I know that anything I could do 
would not save him, excusing my con- 
science on that ground. 


"Arriving in the courtyard of the 


barracks, 1 obhcrved a file of soldiers 
standing at rest a short distance from 
a high adobe wall, close to which stood 
a man of middle age calmly smoking a 
cigarette. 
Beyond a quick glance at 


the colonel's immovable features he 
betrayed no sigu of recognition or of 
the peril of his position. 
He must 


have known of course that the latter's 
mission bad been a fruitless one. The 
execution was set at 32 o'clock noon. 
A. young lieutenant stood idly by lean- 
ing ou the hilt of hih drawn saber. It 
was then five minutes of tbe hour. 


"The colonel informed the lieutenant 


that ho had left another friend of the 
condemned man with the president, 
uid it was a growl if tho president 
yielded to his pleadings he would step 
iut ou one of the little balconies pccul- 
ar to all Spnuisll buildings and dls- 
•harge a pistol. All present heard the 
•olonel'.s remarks, Including the man 
igninst the wall, ami all eyes sought 
'he balcony of the palace, which on a 
jlight rise of ground could be plainly 
;eeu in 1he clear, tropical sunlight. 


"To me the suspense brought on a 


aervous chill which was decidedly un- 
ileasant. 
The doomed man 
puffed 


liiietly at his cigarette, and the little, 
undersized soldiers arrayed themselves 
n straight line as the colonel, watch iu 
land, stood near to give tbe fatal word. 
The lieutenant raised his sword pre- 
paratory to making a quick downward 
iweep as he would give the word to 
are. 


"Ou the other side of the barracks 


vvas the old mission or cathedral to be 
found in every Spanish town, with 
,ls bolls in the tower which tolled the 
hours. At about one minute before 
12 tho colonel said: 
" 'It's not 12 o'clock until the last 


stroke is struck, lieutenant.' 


•'Just as he finished the first stroke 


tf the deep, mellow old bell rang out 
m the still, hot atmosphere. The cou- 
lemned man dropped his cigarette to 
•he ground, turned a ghastly pallor, but 
straightened his figure upright and full 
ro the soldiers who wore then lined up, 
with rifles cocked, pointed at his heart. 
The colonel shifted his eyes from his 
watch to the balcony. 


"It seemed an hour to me as the 


strokes slowly pounded two, throe, 
four, five, six, and then as the seventh 
•stroke was reverberating we saw the 
figure of a man leap through the win- 
low ou the balcony, and a tiny puff of 
white smoke nsoended from his up- 
lifted arm. 


"The colonel cried out sharply: 'At- 


tention! 
Right about face; 
march'.' 


The lieutenant slipped his sword in its 
scabbard with a snap, drew the in- 
evitable package of cigarettes from his 
blouse, and as the pardoned man ran 
toward us and clasped his relativcgrate- 
fully in his arms he was politely offer- 
ed a cigarette from the hand which 
the moment previous had been raisec 
to give the signal of his death. 


"I afterward learned that the frienc 


whom the colonel had loft at the pal 
ace \\as one of the most prominent 
merchants lu the country, who lint 
furnished a considerable portion ofMlie 
funds with which the revolution had 
been conducted, nnd that, at the lasi 
moment the president hnd consented 
to his demand for the release of the 
prisoner."—Washington Star.

Senor Prieto, a Spaniard, who in- 


rented machines used successfully for 
extracting the fiber of the hencquen 
)lant, or sisal grass, in Yucatan, has 
just perfected a machine which prom- 
iSes to solve the long pending problem 
of getting out the fiber of the maguey 
;>lant, which yields pulque and grows 
on the Mexican tablelands In euormous 
lunntities. Preliminary trials of this 
machine have been remarkably satis- 
factory, aud specimens of the fiber scut 
to Europe are pronounced equal to hcu- 
equen. German importers say that all 
the maguey liber Mexico cau produce 
will be taken at good prices. 
This 


means the building up of a large fiber 
export trade and the utilization of a 
plant which after yielding pulque has 
liad little or no commercial value. Af t- 
r the leaves have been stripped of the 
fiber the residue makes an excellent 
food for cattle. 


American Kerosene In Korea. 


The largest single item of trade be- 


tween the United States and Korea is 
kerosene, which for the year 1900 
amounted to 1,797,630 yen (?893,220).

their living on tho seas, bavo scoured 
work afihoro in factories, shipyards and 
mercantile establishments, 
and they 


find it much more profitable- than go 
ing to sea.
